THE LUSITANIA IN A STOSM

Though the Lositania huog up & new
record of 4 days 18 hoursand 40 minntes
when she made her berth at the Cuoard
Line pier in New York yesterday, her
passen were none too reluctant to
disembark, after the ternfic storm
through which the great queen of the
seas passed Thuraday.

There was plenty of ballsst to help
weather the storm, however, for atowed
sway io the strongroom was over $13,-
000,000 in gold that was greedily snatch-
ed by New York baockers as fast as il
could be unloaded,

The storm burst down from s cloud-
Jess eky st 2 o’clock Thuraday morning.
The stiff wosterly wind suddenly gather-
ed the atrength of agale and the smooih
ocean lane through which the liner was
plowiog st expresa speed became torn by
vast furrows and mountaivous ridges of
ADETY WAler.

Before dawn the wind was blowing
with hurricane velocity and continued to
pilé up the ssas throughout the day.

At 2 o'clock in the alterncon what
the mariners called & 30-foot wave, but
what (o the landlubber’s eye looms like
so overwhelming moootain of water,
boarded the bow and smashed in the
lights of the wheelhouse, 80 feet above
the water line,

The Lusitania felt the shock to her
nethermost bolts, and in the crowded
cabios below the passengers were tossed
off center, slid from their chairs or jolted
from their bunks, where they had taken
their aching heads and tortured bodies
#0 prodigious was the forcs «f this
wave that it smashed & bugh iron crotch
